Even Soldiers Horrified. 

Some Oerman soldiers, we are glad 
to see, showed their horror at the foul 
deeds committed In nelginm. 

"The Inhabitants have fled In the vil- 
lage. It was horrible. There was clot- 
te<l blood on all the l>eards. nnd what 
faces one saw. terrible to behold I The 
•lead. fW In all, were at once burled. 
Among them were many old xvomen, 
some old men, and a half-delivered 
woman, awful to see; three children 
had clasped each other, an ' died thus. 
The altar and the vaults of the church 
are shattered. They had a telephone 
there to communicate with the enemy. 
This morning. September 2. all the sur- 
vivors were expelled, nnd I saw four 
little boys carrying a cradle, with a 
baby five or six months old In It. on 
two sticks. All this was terrible to 
see. Shot after shot ! Thunderbolt 
after thunderbolt ! Kverything Is given 
over to pillage; fowls nnd the rest all 
killed. 1 saw a mother, too, with her 
two children ; one had a groat wound 
on the head nnd had lost an eye.”

German Sheds Tears Fearing 
That He Wouid Not Be 
Taken Captive. 


In ^itnn7 to the. American people 
the Knowledge of German inhuman- 
ity in Belgium, says a pamphlet is- 
sued hy the committee on public in- 
formation. the evidence is drawn 
mainly from Oerman and American 
tourcea. The Oerman aources in- 
clude official proclamations and 
other official utterances, letters and 
diaries of Oerman soldiers, and quo- 
tations from Oerman newspapers. 
The "Rules for Field Service’’ of the 
Oerman army advises each soldier 
to keep such a diary while on active 
serrice. 

In the wars waged In ancient times 
It was taken for granted that con- 
quere<l peoples might be either killed, 
tortured, or held as slaves; that their 
property would he taken and that their 
lands would he devnst,ated. "Vac vlc- 
tls ! — woe to the con«iuere«l !” For two 
centuries or nuire there has been a 
steady advance In Introdticlng Ideas of 
humanity nnd especially In coiitlnlng 
the evils of warfare to the combatants. 
The Ideal seeiiH'd to have become so 
thoroughly established ns a part of In- 
ternational law that the powers at The 
Hague thought it sntllclent merely to 
state the general principles In Article 
XLVI of the regulations: “Family hon- 
ors nnd rights, the lives of persons 
nnd private property, ns well 'ns 
llglous convictions and practl<}L muy.

This nook will either 
serve as a cozy, secluded corner or It 
can be considered us a part of the 
large living room. 

The living room is very attractive 
and Is well lighted so as to be bright

The basement Is a very important 
part of this design. In a house as 
large as this one, a good basement la 
necessary for several reasons. In the 
first place, it is desirable to have an 
efficient and satisfactory heating plant; 
and this cannot be accomplished un- 
less there is plenty or head room. The 
basement under this house should also 
be large enough so that it can be used 
for various purposes. A laundry 
should be built and careful attention 
to its design with regard to conven- 
iences will be time w’ell spent. In some 
corner, as far from the heating plant 
as possible, a storeroom should he pro- 
vided for fruits and vegetables. A 
small workshop could also be provided 
In some part of the basement that la 
not being otherwise used. 

The basement is reached by stairs 
thut open Into the back hall on the 
first floor. All the rooms on the first 
floor, with the exception of the dining 
room, can he reached through this hall. 
A back hall such us this has a marked 
effect In preserving the privacy of 
each of the rooms, as It is oot neces- 
sary to go through other rooms to 
reach any one room. 

One bedroom Is provided on this 
floor and also a bathroom. The den 
or sewing room can also be pressed 
into service as a bedroom If the oc- 
casion demands. This will hardly be 
necessary, as there are four more bed- 
rooms on the second floor. Another 
bathroom is also located on the second 
floor. 

On the opposite side of the house 
from the bedroom, on the first floor. Is 
the dining room and the kitchen. The 
dining room is connected to the living 
room by double swinging doors. A 
large convenient buffet Is built against 
one wall of the dining room opposite 
the windows. There are three fairly 
M ide windows along the wall and also 
u btuuller one that opens to the front 
porch.

mant^ German soldiers irho 
have been laken prisoner had kept 
diaries, and the,se have been confis~ 
rated by (he raptors. Many hatfc 
been puhli.shrd, frequently with fac- 
simile reproductions to guarantee, 
their axithenticity. The follouing 
extracts, with the testimony of 
Brand Whitlock, arc made public by 
the committee on public information 
at Wasliinglou : 

"Aug. 2.1. . . . Our men came back 
and said that at tbc point where the 
valley Joined the Meuse we could not 
get any further, no the villagers were 
shooting at us from every house. We 
shot the whole lot — 10 of them. Thej 
w’ere drawn up in three ranks; the 
same shot did for three nt a time. 

. . . The men had already shown 
their brutal Instincts; . . . 

“The sight of the bodies of nil the 
inhabitauts who luid been shot was 
Inde.scrllinble. Every house In the 
whole village was destroyed. We 
dragged the villagers one after an- 
other out of the most unlikely eorners. 
The men were .shot as well as the 
women and eliildren wiio were in the 
convent, since shots had been fired 
from the convent windows; and \te 
burnt It afterwurils. 

“The inhabitants might have es- 
caped the penalty by handing over the 
guilty and iniylng l.'i.UOO franc.s. 

”Tlie inliubllants fired on our men 
again. The divLsioii took drastic 
steps to .stop this, the villages heing 
burnt and the inhahitiints being shot. 
The pretty little village <if Hue 
d’Ossiis, however, was aiiparenlly set 
on fire without cause. A eyellst fell 
off his machine and his rifle went off. 
He immediately said lie had been shot 
at. All the Inhabitants were burnt 
in the liou.ses. I hope there will be no 
more such horrors. 

"Disgrace to Our Army.” 

"At Leppe apparently 200 men were 
ishot. There must have beep some iu- 
1 Docent uieii among them. In future 
■we shall have to liold un Inquiry as 
to their guilt instead of shooting 
them. 

“In the evening we marched to 
Maubert-Fontaine. Just as we were 
having our meal the alarm was sound- 
ed — everyone Is very jumpy. 

“Septemher :t. .Still at Itcthel, on 
guard over prisoners. . . . The houses 
are charming Itishle. The middle class 
In France has mugnificciit furniture. 
We foiinil stylish pieces everywhere 
and heiiullfiil silk, hut In what a state 
. . . Good (iod! . . . lOvery hit of 
furniture lirokeii, mirror.s smashed. 
The Vandals llieiiiselv<‘s i-ould not 
have done more damage. 'J’hls place 
Is a disgnie,* III our ariiiy. 'j'he In- 
hahltunls wlio fil'd could nut have ex- 
pected, of course, that all their goods 
would have been left lutaet after .so 
many troops had passed. But the col- 
umn coiiJinundors are responsihle for 
the gri-aler part of the damage, as 
they could have prevented the looting 
and destruction. The damage amounts 
to millions of marks; even the safes 
have been altnrked. 

“lu u solicitor's house, in which, as 
luck would have II, all was In excel- 
lent taste, includiug a collccliuii of 
old iace and Eastern works of art, 
everything was sinaslied to bits. 

“1 could not resist taking a little 
memento myself here aud there. . . . 
One house was particularly elegant, 
everything In the best taste. The hull 
was of light oak ; I found a splendid 
ruineout under the staircase and u 
camera for Felix.” (From the diary 
of an uflicer lu tlie One Hundred 
Seveiily-eightb regiment. Twelfth Sax- 
on corps.) 

But his liorror up|iareutly was not 
shared by the Oeriiiuii commander in 
chief, as is evident from tlie follow- 
ing : 

“Order. 

"To the People of Liege. 

“The population of Andenne. after 
making u display of peaceful inteu- 
tious toward our troops, attacked them 
in the most tre4ieherous manner. With 
luy authoriiiutiun, the general com- 
niauding these troops has reduced the 
town to ashes and has had HU persons 
shut. 

“I bring tills fact to the knowledge 
of the people of Liege In order fhut 
they may know whut fate to expect 
should (hey uilopi a siiiiilar attitude. 

••(JENEllAL VON BUKLOW.” 
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In hl.s report of September 12 . IMY. 
to the secretary of state, Mlnislar 
Whitlock has much to fell of the pol- 
icy of frightfulness. The followiat 
passages refer to the suliject of mas- 
sacres ; 

"Summar.v executions took place (at 
Dinnnt) without the least semblanco 
of Judgment. The names and number 
of the victims are not known, buf they 
must he numerous. I have been un- 
able to obtain precise details In thia 
respect and the number of (tersoiiN 
who have fled Is unknown. Among th* 
persons who were shot are : Mr. De- 
foln, mayor of DInant ; Sasserath, 
first alderman ; Nlmmer, ageil seven- 
ty : Consul for the Argentine Republic 
Victor I’oncolet, who was executed Id 
the presence of big wife and iieveD 
children; Wnsseige nnd hla two aona; 
Messrs. Gustave nnd 1/eon Nlcalaa, 
two very old men ; Jules MonIn and 
others all ahot In the cellar of their 
brewery ; Mr. Camille PIstte and son. 
aged seventeen ; IMilllippart Fledfort, 
his wife and daughter; Miss Maraig- 
ny. During the execution of about 
forty Inhabitants of DInant the Ger- 
mans placed before the condemned 
their wives nnd children. It la thua 
that Madam Albin who had Just given 
birth to a child, three days previously, 
was brought on a mattress by GcrmaB 
soldiers to witness tl»e execution of 
her hushuml ; her cries nnd supplica- 
tions were so pressing that her hua- 
bnnd’s life was spared.” 

Forced to Witness Executions. 

"On the 26lh of August German sol- 
dlors^entered various str«>etB (of I/OU- 
vain) nnd ordered the Inhabitants of 
the houses to proceed to ttie Place do 
lu Statlou, where tJie bodies of nearly 
u dozen nssnssinated ptTsons were ly- 
ing. Women and children were sepa- 
rated from the men and forced to re- 
muln on the Place de la Station dur- 
ing the whole dny. They hud to wit- 
ness the execution of many of their 
fellow citizens, who were for the most 
jiiirl shot nt the side of the sipnire, 
near the house of Mr. lirmalde. Tho 
women and ehlldren, nfler having re- 
mained on the s(|unre for more than 
I.*) hours, were allowed to depart. Tho 
Gardes CIvinues of Louvain were also 
tiiken prisoners nnd sent to Germany, 
to the ciimp of Munster, where they 
were held for several weeks. 

“On Thursday, August 27, order wa* 
given to the inhubitants to leave 1/OU- 
valn because the city was to he bom- 
barded. Old men, women, ehlldren. 
the sick, piiest.s, nuns, were driven on 
the roads like cuttle. More than 10,- 
000 of the iiihnbitiiiits were driven a.Y 
fur as Tirlemont, nearly 12 miles froui 
Louvain. 

Infants Shot in Mothers’ Arms. 

"One of the most sorely tried com- 
munities was that of the little vlllng» 
of Tainines, down In whut Is known 
ns the BuriDage, the coal fields near 
Charleroi. Tnmlnes is a mlulng vil- 
{lage lo tho Sumbro; it is a collection 
of small cottages sheltering about 6,- 
000 'iDhubitunts, mostly all poor labor- 
ers. 

"The little graveyard In which th® 
church Htnnd.s bears Its mute testi- 
mony to the horror of the event. There 
are hundreds of new-made graves, each 
with Its small wooden cross and its 
hit of flowers; the cros.ses arc so close- 
ly huddled that there Is scarcely room 
to walk between them. Tlie cros.ses 
are alike aud all hear the same date, 
the sinister dute of August 22. 1014.” 

"Hut wiiether their hands were cut 
off or not, whether they ivcre imiailed 
on bayonets or not, children w(*re shot 
down, by military order, in <-nld blood. 
In the awful crime of (he Hock of Hay- 
ard, there overlooking (he .Meu.se be- 
low DInant, infants in llicir iiioilierM’ 
arms were shut down without mercy. 
The deed, never surpassed In cruelty 
by any hand of savages. Is dt'sciihed 
by the hisho[i of Namur himsidf; 

’’•■One scene surpasses in horror all 
others; it Is the fusillade of th® 
Iloclier Bayard near DInant. It ap- 
pears to liave been ord(>red by Colonel* 
Meister. This fusillade made inuuy 
viclhns among the nearby {lartslies. 
especially those <if des Hlvages anti 
Neffe. It caiisifl the death of nearly 
IM) persons, without distinction of ag® 
or sex. Among tbc vIcUius were ba- 
bies 111 arms, boys and girls, fathers 
ami mothers of families, even old 
men. 

Dead Children In Pile of Bodiea. 

" ’It was there that 12 children under 
the age of six perished from the fir® 
of the executioners, six of them un 
they luy In their mothers’ arms: 

“ ‘The child Flevet, three weeks old. 

" ‘Maurice Betems, eleven montlia 
old. 

“ ’Nelly Pflllet, eleven months old. 

" ‘Gilda Genon, eighteen months old. 

“ ‘Glidu Murehot, two years old. 

" 'Clara Ktruvuy, two years aud als 
months. 

“ ‘The pile of bodies eomprl.sed also 
many ehiidreu from six to fourteen 
years. Eight large families Lave en- 
tirely disappeared. Four have butun® 
survivor. Those men that escaped 
deulh — and many of whom were rid- 
dled with bullets — were obliged to 
bury in a aumuiury and liasty fashion 
their fathers, mothers, brotliers or ais 
ters; then after having been relieved 
of their money and being placed la 
eiiulns they were sent to (Mussel (Prus- 
sia).’ ”

The never-ending desire for some* 
thing '‘new’* which Is a characteristic 
of the American people, has Its effect 
on architecture by bringing Into use 
la thla country the dlsUngulshlng ebar- 
Bcterlatlca ' of nearly every successful 
type of architecture which has ever 
been used in any part of the world. 
One of the attractive architectural 
adaptations which American architects 
have brought about la modeled after 
the Swiss chaleL The Swiss architec- 
ture Is usually associated with rugged 
landscape, r^ere are various places 
la the United States where the sur- 
roundings are suitable for the adapta- 
tion of this style of architecture. Many 
country estates In localitlea where the 
topography Is characterized by abrupt 
changes In elevation with expoHsed rock 
Burfacos, whero the growth of trees 
and other 'natural features are agree- 
able, have been planned after the 
Swiss style to produce beautiful re- 
sults. The bouse very often Is built 
on the very edge of an abrupt cliff and 
the effect Is all the more beautifnl if 
nature hna provided a clear stream 
which winds through the estate and 
passes at the base of this cliff. 

Occasionally a beauty spot of this 
type Is found within the boundaries of 


He built hiB hone closely to Uie 
SlwlBB model and placed It almost on 
the edge of the cliff. It la a decidedly 
mstic building with low pitch roof, 
wide balconies, distinctive windows 
and all of the details of ornamentation 
common to this style. During the sum- 
mer months tho "Swiss Cottage,” as It 
ts commonly called In Rockford, forma 
a beautiful picture la the background 
of which there are Impressive oaks 
and many other trees, a mass of shrub- 
bery and tho contrasting colors of 
many flowers. 

I^TilIe It must be admitted that the 
true beauty of the Swiss chalet de- 
pends upon Its surronndings, yet the 
characteristics of this style may be 
vartously modified and applied to a 
house designed for average surround-

logs. An example of a house designed 
In this way Is presented in the ac- 
companying perspective view. There 
Is little of the elaborate ornamentation 
which is found on the typical Swiss 
chalet. The use of heavy exposed tim- 
bers, which Is a strong feature of this 
style, Is suppressed considerably in 
this house, but enough has been re- 
tained to secure the rustic appearance 
whKh la necessary If the dwelling la 
to parry any resemblance at all to 
tbelbasic style. 

Ime exterior wall surfaces of the 
firsf floor are finished with gray stuc- 
cw floated fairly smooth.

Ad excellent example is found 
In Eockford, III., a city located near 
the north boundary of the state and 
about midway beriveen the eastern 
and western bbundary lines.

wide clapboards, stained to represent 
weathered timber or dark brown, as 
preferred. The massive balcony rail 
above the wide window opening In 
the front wall of the bouse Is very ef- 
fective as an adaptation of the origin- 
al style. The typical chalet has a bal- 
cony on two sides of the building, 
built close up under the eaves. Very 
often the timbers used In the con- 
struction of these balconies were very 
elaborately carved. The decks above 
the porches of the design illustrate<l 
are Intended to add an atmosphere of 
the rustic In the same way that the 
balcony la effectively used. 

A novel method of supporting the 
roof overhanging the gables consists 
of the only use of exposed timbers 
which Is found In the design. The prin- 
cipal rafters are supported by beams 
extending out from the wall of the 
house. Near the center of these beams 
a timber Is extended parallel to the 
wall of tho bouse, the beams resting 
on this timber which Is in turn sup- 
ported by a second set of beams, not 
so long as those which support the raf- 
ters. The timber Is not as long as the 
rafters, but It Is stopped a short dis- 
tance beyond the outer beem toward 
tha top and bottom of the roof, the 
timber ends being cat with a simple 
ornamental design. 

The entrance to the bouse Is on the 
side and la through a cozy little porch 
adjoining the reception ball. Tha re- 
ceptloD ball opens Into the dining room 
on one side through double doors and 
on the other aide through a cased 
opening Into tha living room. The liv- 
ing room extends across the front of 
the bouse and la 20 feet by IS feet lu 
size. In one end of It is a brick fire- 
place flanked with two windows which 
have book cases built beneeth them. 
This room Is well lighted by tha two 
windows mentioned and a broad triple 
window in front. 

In the back peri of the boose Is a 
large living porch which wUl be es- 
l>eciaUy appreiAated In the siuumer.

It wiis orljrl- 
nnlly or(fnnl*ed to supplement the nied- 
Icnl services of nmiles In times of wnr. 
When the Americnn Nntlonnl Red 
Cross, by net of the United Stntes con- 
gress, npproved Jnnunry 5, 100r>, wns 
Incorpomteel nnd plnced under Kovern- 
nient supervl.slon, Its purposes — In nd- 
dltlon to Its duties In times of wnr— 
were declnred to be : "To continue nnd 
carry on n system of nntlonnl nnd 
Intemntlonnl relief In time of pence 
nnd npply the snme In mltlRntlng the 
suffcrlnKs enused by pestilence, fnm- 
Ine, Are, floods nnd other nntlonnl cn- 
. lamltles." This orRnnlr.utlon has there- 
fore n Rreat work to do nt all times; 
for there Is alwnys human sufferlnR to 
be alleviated, but now that the world 
Is racked with war. Its work Is tre- 
mendous, nnd It Is doing It In n way 
that should make every man, womnn 
or child who belongs to the Red Cross 
proud to be a member. It Is the only 
hope of thousands of suffering human 
beings nnd stands between them and 
cold, hunger, sickness and despair. It 
Is the Instrument by which each one of 
us may make himself useful ; our only 
means of extending helping hands to 
the Innocent victims of the war. 

No one can start the new year In a 
better way thah by joining the Red 
Cross and by aiding In the campaign 
for new members. In time of war the 
Red Cross chapters handle their ac- 


tivities through vnrious committees. 
They undertake to raise nnd collect 
funds; to manufacture hospital gar- 
ments nnd supplies ; to take charge of 
transportation nnd supplies; to aid 
families of soldiers nnd sailors nnd 
their widows nnd children ; to train for 
and nssist In securing self-supporting 
positions for those permanently crip- 
pled or blinded. In nny one of these 
ilnes of work women hnve proved 
themselves efilclent. The manufacture 
of hospital garments nnd supplies Is 
loft almost wholly to them, while men 
handle the matter of raising and col- 
lecting funds nnd taking charge of 
transportation. 

The work In hand just now calls for 
special activity In securing new mem- 
bers. The business men in any com- 
munity nre the ones to undertake the 
I planning and carrying out of cam- 
paigns for Increased membership In 
the Red Cross. In cities of consider- 
able size good w’ork Is often done by 
creating n rivalry between men In va- 
rious lines of business ; the grocers un- 
dertaking to secure a greater number 
of members, for instance, than the dry 
goods men — or employees of one house 
entering Into friendly competition with 
those of another house in the snme 
line of business. An able business man 
nt the head of a drive for new mem- 
bers will be able to engineer it in the 
most practical and efficient way. 
House to house canvassing for new 
members is about the most thorough- 
going method. 


Coats That Welcome the Cold 









The Ionic of the cold Is to be thank- 
ed for much of our progress. North- 
erners, obliged to stand It for months, 
get the habit of Industry and resource- 
fulness ; they have learned how to 
clothe themselves, to defy the weather 
and even to enjoy It. Inasmuch as 
there are not enough furs on the mar- 
ket to put fur garments In the reach of 
everyone, and because the manufac- 
ture of fur clothing Involves much 
time and work, which mean exitense— 
the lDf>ms have been culled upon to 
weave substitutes which provide as 
much warmth as the pelts of animals. 
l)f course wool Is our great depend- 
ence In putting up defenses against 
the blasts of winter. 

The supreme achievements against 
the cold are voluminous coats of fur, 
or of cloth lined with fur. Next to 
these are fur fabrics and cloth woven 
to Insure warmth. Coats made of 
these and trimmed with big collars 
and generous cuffs of fur make their 
wearers rejoice in winter and the vigor 
that is Its gift. It is a tonic only bit- 
ter to those who do uot know how to 
keep comfortable, or have uot the 
means to. 

Illustrated above Is a coat fur the 
Iteart of winter. It might be devel- 
oped In many of the flat furs and tiim- 
nted'witb marten, but as pictured It 
Is made of haodsume seal plush. Its 
enveloping shawl collar broadens Into 
a cape over Um shoulders and bark.

Having Land Ready for Use of Labor- 

Saving Implements In Spring 
Meant Better Crops— Mak-. 
ing the Woodlot Pay. 

Better crops can be produced on 
many farms if the land is properly 
drained. The soil tnny be fertile and 
the crop given the best of cure, but 
If good drainage Is not provided the 
yield will be held back. The differ- 
ence in the production of crops grown 
on well and poorly drained soil In a 
few years is usually sufficient for pay- 
ing the cost of putting in a drainage 
system. During mild spells of weather 
in the winter when general farm work 
Is not pressing, farm drainage cun be 
attended to. The necessary tile should 
be gotten nnd distributed ajong the 
line where the ditch is to be laid and 
when suitable weather comes the dig- 
ging of the ditch uud laying of the tile 
can proceed. 

Other prufftable work that can be at- 
tended to nt this season Is cleaning 
the flelds of stumps and ruhhi.sh and 
getting the farm ready for the use of 
the best labor-saving implements next 
year. In some sections where tlie 
land Is rolling or hilly, terracing of 
the land and other methods of pre- 
venting erosion should he attended to. 

8ce that the machinery, toobs, etc., 
nre housed nnd protected from the 
weather. Trunsportnllon necessarily 
will be disturbed during the war, and 
every economy in the use of tooli) 
should be exercised. Time can be 
spent to good advantage In repairing 
machinery, tools, harness and other 
equipment, and putting them in good 
shape for next year's field work. 

This is also u good seasoi: to cut 
posts and other timber for building 
fences, siieds. etc. In this connection 
It Is advisable to consult the county 
agent about the advantage of creosot- 
ing all timber, especially fence posts, 
for preservation. 

Tlie fanning mill should be kept 
busy on stormy days when It Is Im- 
possible to do work outside. In many 
parts of the country there has been u 
tendency to let the funning mill rest 
and rust, uud to pay the local mill or 
elevator for cleaning the grain, paying 
the bill by accepting u low price for 
the uncleuned wheat, oats, barley, or 
other grain sold. When the grain is 
funned at home the screenings, which 
are u good cheu|) feed for chickens, 
are not lost. The present high price of 
grain should bring many u neglected 
fanning mill Into prufftable use. 

Save energy by doing farm work 
with a gasoline engine whenever it Is 
possible. A good engine will perform 
any work to which It Is adapted much 
cheaper than it can he by hand or, fre- 
quently, by horsepower. 

Spare time in winter cun he prufft- 
ubly employed by studying seed uud 
Implement cutulogues, uud making 
plans fur conducting the farm and gar- 
den us soon us the season opens In the 
spring. 

Simplicity In farm machinery Is im- 
portant. Complicated parts euuSe 
trouble and are difficult lu reimlr 
when a machine or implement gets 
Mt of order. 

Make Every Acre Pay. 

TIte wtHXllot, like every other jmr- 
tloa of tlie farm, should be made to 
pay. Farmers cau no more afford to 
keep uuprulitable land tliau they cau 
afford to keep unprofftable cows. Idle 
land which is nut growing more valu- 
aU« la like a boarder in the dairy 
lerd ; It eats up part of f^e profit made 
doewhere. Uood farm uumagemeut 


may or may not call for the opening 
of an nofnal book account of the wood- 
lot, luit every good farmer needs to 
know at the close of the year whether 
he is riolier or poorer for his timber 
land. 

It coats money to hold land. Every 
acre means carrying cost. The tenant 
farmer pays his cost In rent, nnd the 
man who works hi.s own farm should 
he nlile to earn nt least rent and 
wages. If he sold tlie farm and put 
tlie money in a good savings bank It 
would yield hint a yearly income with- 
out the lifting of a finger. So n form 
which does not yield Its owner nnd 
user n fair return on his investment, 
ns well as a fair return on the labor 
and Industry of himself and his fam- 
ily. Is a poor place to work. Its pos- 
ses.sor Is paying for the privilege of 
owning it instead of making It pay him 
for whiit bus been put Into It. If the 
woodlot does not directly or Indirectly 
compensate for taxes and Interest al- 
lowance on Its value. It Is not doing Its 
share toward ranking the farm pay. 
It is being earried at a net loss. 

During the next few years the ma- 
nure spreader will justify its existence 
more than ever before. All stable waste 
should be spread over the land before 
nny of its fertility is lost. 

When contemplating the purchase of 
a collection of tools, make a careful 
study to see just what ones are needed, 
then purchase all at one time, and lib- 
eral discount cun generally be se- 
cured. 

Lengthen Life of Fence PosL 

The only kinds of timber fence posts 
which in their natural condition lust 
on an average for more than 15 yours 
are Osage orange, locust, red cedar, 
mulberry, catalpu, nnd bur oak. The 
.supply of all these is limited, and most 
of them In the areas whore they are 
not native nre high priced. 

Under these circumstances, farmers 
arc turning their attention to the pos- 
sihllities of steel nnd concrete posts. 

! The chief objection to steel posts, that 
they nre bent by heavy stock ruhhlng 
against them, may he overcome both 
by the proper construction of the fence 
so that the strain Is transmitted along 
the line to the end posts, and also by 
the use of heavier posts. Concrete 
posts are commonly believed to be es- 
pecially durable, but to secure this 
quality great care must be exercised 
in the solectioD of materials and in the 
construction. Moreover, such posts 
should not be used for ut least a month, 
or, better still, for three months, after 
they hnve been removed from the mold. 
On farms where sand and gravel are 
uvulluble, however, und where the 
work may he done ut a season of the 
year when the labor might not other- 
wise he profftuhly employed, the con- 
struction of concrete fence posts is 
quite feasible. The concrete, however, 
must nut he allowed to freeze. 

Still another method of meeting the 
Increasing cost of durable timber for 
fence posts Is the use of preserva- 
tives on the cheaper kinds of wood. 
Creosote is the ciieupest and most effi- 
cient (if common preservatives, and 
short-lived timbers that are properly 
treated with It should withstand deyuy 
us long as the more durable woods. 
The treatment Is simple and cun easily 
he dune on the farm. Detailed instruc- 
tions on the subject may be obtained 
from the department. 

Whatever form of fence post Is 
adopted, It must be remembered that 
It Is very poor economy to construct 
u fence in which the |>ost8 will decay 
before the wire does. In such an event 
the fence has to be restretched on a 
new set of posts, the cost of repairs 
will be considerably Increased, und full 
ctffclcncy will not be obtained from the 
wire.

CHOYNSKI AS FIGHTER 

Lack of Weight Held Canfomian 
Back in Ring Game. ' 

Jea tegan Ring Career About Thirty 

Ytara Age and Jim Corbett, Hla 
Fellow Townsman, Waa Hit 
FIrat Opponent. 

Joe Choynskl, who In his day was 
considered the greatest light heavy- 
weight, was horn at San Franelsco on 
November 8, 1868, and was less than 
two years the junior of that other emi- 
nent Son Franciscan, Jamea J. Cor- 
bett. 

Joe reached nearly six feet In alti- 
tude before .he stopped growing. Ho 
began his ring career about thirty 
years ago, and Corbett, bis fellow 
townsman, waa hla first opponent 

It was a bad start, for Jim atopped 
him In the first chapter. Joe wop all 
of his next few bouts from second- 
raters, and in 1889 he decided to 
tockle Corbett again. They were 
matched to fight at Fairfax, Cal., hut 
the police broke up the fun. A little 
later they met at Benicia, Cal., famed 
as the early home of John Heennn, 
and Joe traveled 28 terrific rounds, but 
was finally defeated. 

A month or two later Choynskl and 
Corbett mingled in San Francisco, and 
this time Joe was defeated in four 
rounds. After defeating Frank McLar- 
ney at Portland, Ore., and several oth- 
er const fighters, Choynskl sailed for 
Australia, where he whipped several 
good men, but was twice defeated by 
Joe Goddard. 

Upon his return to America Cboyn- 
skl fought an exhibition with John L. 
Sullivan. After defeating several 
other good men, Joe, in 1894, fought a 
draw with Bob Fitzsimmons at Bos- 
ton. Two years later he defeated Jim 
Hall, but was afterward knocked out 
by Tom Sharkey In San Francisco and 
by Peter Maher in New York. 

In 1807 Choynskl fought a 20-ronnd 
draw with Jim Jeffries. In his later 
battles Joe was defeated by Kid Mc- 
Coy, Kid Carter and Jack O’Brien, but 
his worst defeat was at the hands of 
the negro welterweight, Joe WolcotL 
in 1000. He avenged .himself on the 
black race In 1901, at Galveston, by 
stopping Jack Johnson. After be re- 
tired from the ring about fifteen years 
ago Joe became boxing and physical 
instructor of a leading athletic club In 
Pittsburgh.

nent retirement from the ring, and his 
intention to devote his entire time to 
Instructing soldiers In the art of box- 
ing at Camp Sherman, Chlllicothe, O., 
where be is serving as boxing Instruc- 
tor.

Weymouth business houses had not 
recovered from the orders for late 
opening and early closing, when the 
Federal government issued orders 
on Wednesday night for holldajv, 
wliich possibly may extend to three 
days a week. 

A Washington dispatch of Jan. IG 
reads: America’s manufacturing en- 
terprises with but few exceptions, 
in all i.lates east of the Mississippi 
river, were ordere<l by the govern- 1 
ment tonight to suspend operations 1 
for five days, beginning Friday morn- j 
ing, as a drastic measure for re- 1 
lieving the fuel famine.

‘HUNS” SCORNED 
LAW OF NATIONS 

Ute of Civilians as Hostages and 
for Screens Part of 
Devilish System. 

FIRST MADE USE OF IN 1870 


At That Time It Wee Condemned by 

the CIvlllted World, but the Ger- 
man Military Leaders Have 
Never Abandoned IL 

Ample proof that the march of the 
German armies through Belgium 
trae marked by massacrex and cru- 
elties almost beyond belief is given 
in a document made public by the, 
committee on public information, 
from u'hich the following is taken: 

The tnnssaores In Eclgliim nnd 
northern France were n part of the 
Oermnn systein of frlghtfulneaH. An- 
other featnre of this system was the 
use of civilians as hostages ami for 
screen a. 

In illscusslng the nse of hostages the 
Oermnn War Book (Krlegsbrnuch Im 
Lnndkriege) says ; 

"A new application of 'hostage right’ 
was practiced hy the Oerman staff In 
the war of 1870. when it compelled 
lending cltlr-ens from French towns 
and villages to accompany trains nnd 
locomotives In order to protect the 
railway comnninlcnflons which w’erc 
threatened by the people. Since the 
lives of pencenhie Inhabitants were, 
without any fault on their part, there- 
by exposed to grave danger, every 
writer outside Oermnny has stigma- 
tised this measure ns contrary to the 
law of nations nnd as unjustified to- 
wards the Inhabitants of the country.” 

Clung to Frightfulness. 

Although their deeds In the Franco- 
Prusslan war had been universally 
condemned, ns they themselves admit- 
ted. the leaders did not intend to 
abandon such a useful measure of 
frightfulness. In L’Interprete Mlll- 
talre the forms were provided for such 
acts In the next war'. Both In Belgium 
nnd In France the Germans have con- 
stantly used hostages. The evidence 
Is contained In the proclamations of 
the governing authorities nnd also In 
the diaries of the Oermnn soldiers. A 
few examples from these will Illus- 
trate the system which was employed. 

A specimen of the arbitrariness nnd 
cruelty Is furnished by the proclama- 
tion of Major DIeckmnnn. from which 
the following sections are presented: 

“After 0 a. m. on the 7th Septem- 
ber, I win permit the houses in Bejrne- 
Heusay, Orlve^ee. i«»»A t»oi» 

S io^bited.hy the persons VWho 
n'them formerly, jis long ns 
lersons nre not formdden to fre- 
these locnlities by ofliclal pro-

ent People Hostages. 

.1 to be sure that the above- 
lermlt will not be abused, 
the burgomasters of Beyne-Heusny nnd 
of Orivegnee must Imme'dlately pre- 
pare lists of prominent persons who 
will be held as hostages for 24 hours 
each at Fort Fleron. September 0. 
1914, for the first time (the period of 
detention shnlPbe) from 6 p. m. until 
September 7 at middn.v. 

“The life of these hostages depends 
on the populiitlon of the above-men- 
tioned communes reniainlng quiet un- 
der all clrcumslances. 

“During the night It is severely for- 
bidden to show any luminous signals. 
Plc.vcles are permitted only between 7 
a. m. nnd fi p. m. (German time). 

“From the list which Is submitted to 
me I shall designate prominent per- 
sons who shall be hostages from noon 
of one day until the following midday. 
If tlie sultstllute Is not there In due 
time, the hostage must remain anotli- 
er 24 hours at tlie fort. After these 
24 hours the hostage will Incur the 
penalty of death. If the substitute falls 
to appear. 

"i’rlests. tmrgomasters. and the oth- 
er member.s of the council nre to he 
taken first as hostages. 

"I insist that all civilians who move 
about In my district . . . show 

their respect to tlie German officers hy 
taking off their hats, or llftljig their 
hands to tr.eir lieads in military salute. 
In case of doulit. every German sol- 
dier must he saluted. Anyone who 
does not do this must expect the Ger- 
man military to make themselves re- 
•pecte<l by every means." 

This Is an invitation to a service In 
memory of <M» men and women from 
■e parish, of whom all hut two were 
d hy the Germans In the massacre 
gust fi and 0, 1U14. The closing 
'ea are:

After reading ancTi ghastly acconntt, 
many of them written hy German eye- 
wltneseea, and knowing that similar 
tales were published widely In the 
Oerman newspapers. It Is difficult to 
rend with patience such words as 
these : 

"The Oerman army (In which I of 
course Include the navy) Is today the 
greatest Institute for moral education 
In the world.” 

"The Oermnn soldiers alone nre 
thoroughly disciplined, nnd have never 
so much ns hurt a hair of a single In- 
nocent human being.” — Houston Stew- 
! art rhamhcrlnln. In Krlegsaufsdtxc, 
"War Kssnys,” 1014. 

I "We see everywhere how our sol- 
diers respect the sacred defcusclcss- 
ness of woman and child." — Prof. O. 
Hoethe. In Deutsche Iteden In Schwerer 
Zcit, "Oermnn Speeches In Difficult 
I toys.” 

Hoitagea* Lives Hung by Thread. 

"In order to insure sufficiently the 
safety of our troops nnd the tranquil- 
ity of the population of Iteims, the 
persons mentloncMl have been selr.cMl 
ns hostages by the commander of the 
German army. These hostages will 
be shot If there Is the least disorder. 
Gn the other hand. If the town re- 
mains perfectly calm nnd quiet these 
hostages nnd Inhabitants will he 
placed under the protection of the 
Oermnn army. 

"THE OENERAL COMMANDINO. 

“Reims. 12th September, 1014." 

Beneath this proclamation there 
were posted the names of 81 hostages 
nnd a statement that others bad also 
been seised as hostages. The lives of 
all these men depended In reality 
upon the Interpretation which the Oer- 
mnn military authorities might give to 
the elastic phrase, “the least disorder," 
In the proclamation. 

Hugh Gibson, in n Journal from our 
Legation In Belgium, page 184, explains 
what was likely to happen : 

“Another thing In. that on entering 
a town, they hold the burgomaster, the 
procureur du rol, nnd other authorities 
ns hostages to insure good behavior by 
the population. Of course, the hood- 
lum class would like nothing better 
than to see their natural enemies, the 
defenders of law nnd order, Ignominl- 
ously shot, and they do not restrain 
themselves a bit on account of the 
hostages.” 

Diary of Bombardier Wetzel. 

“Aug. 8th. First fight and set fire 
to several villages. 

“Aug. 0th. Returned to old quar- 
ters; there we searched all the houses 
nnd shot the mayor nnd shot one man 
down from the chimney pot, and then 
we again set fire lo the village. 

“On the 18th August Letnile (?) cap- 
tured 10 men with three priests be- 
cause they have shot down from the 
church tower. They were brought Into 
the village of Ste. Marie. 

“Oct. .Ith, We were In quarters In 
the evening at Wlllekarora. Lieutenant 

Radfels was onartered tn the 
nouse and there had two prisoners 

(tied together) on a short whip, and In 
case anything happened they were to 
be killed. 

“Oct. 11 tb. We bad no fight, but we 
caught about 20 men and shot them. 
(From the dairy of Bombardier Wetzel, 
Second Mounted Battery, First Kur- 
hesslan Field Artillery, Regiment No. 
11 .)” 

The Germans also found It con- 
venient on many occasions to secure 
civilians, both men nnd women, who 
could be forced to march or stand In 
front of the troops, so that the countr.v- 
men of the civilians would be com- 
pelled first to kill their own people If 
they resisted the Germans. This 
usage Is Illustrated In the following: 

Letter of Lieutenant Eberlein. 

“October 7. 1914. 

"But we nrrestefi three other civil- 
ians, nnd then I had a brilliant idea. 
We gave them chairs, and we then or- 
dered them to go nnd sit out in the 
middle of the street. On their part, 
|)ltiful entreaties: on ours, a few blows 
from the butt end of the rifle. I.Ittle 
hy little one becomes terrilily callous 
at this business. At last they were 
all seated otitslde in the street. I do 
not know what angulslied prayers they 
may have said hut I noticerl that their 
hands were convulsively clasped the 
whole titne. I pitied these fellows, but 
the method was immediately effective. 

“The tkink fire from the houses 
quickly dindnisheil, so that we were 
able to occupy the op[iosite house nnd 
' thus to dominate the principal street, 
j Every living being who showed himself 
i In the street was shot. The artillery 
' on Its side had done good work all this 
time, nnd when, toward seven o'clock 
In the evening, the brigade advanced 
to the assault to relieve us I uuis In 
a position to report that SaNn DIu 
had been cleared of the enemy. 

"Later on I learned that the regi- 
ment of reserve which entered Saint 
Die further to the north had tried the 
j same experiment. The four civilians 
I whom they had compelled In the same 
I way to sit out in the street were 
^ killed by French bullets. I myself saw 
them lying in the middle of the street 
near the hospital.

PUTS THE ONUS ON GERMANY

He asserted 
they wanted no help from the allies or 
America because their strength lay In 
their weakness: tliat the country for 
many miles was destitute, and that 
while the Germans could drive them 
back It would do them no good and 
they would not want to have millions 
of starving people on their hands. 

Conditions In I’etrograil are becom- 
ing more des|)erate dally. The city Is 
full of crime, disorder and dirt, and 
the people have little food and coal. 
Very severe winter weather Is adding 
to the distress there. 

Break-Up of Russia Continues. 

The bolshevikl seem content, for the 
present, to permit the breaking up of 
Russia into separnh' nationalities. A 
kind of a truce has been patched up 
with the rkrainians, and the many 
other new "governments” atiparently 
are not molesteil. Lithuania Is the 
latest to declare Itself lnde|tendent. 
Finland Is well on the way to Indetien- 
dence, having been recognized by Geq- 
many. Sweden and France, and its rep- 
resentatives being well received by 
other governments. 

The Cossacks of the south were hav- 
ing a hanler time; official dlsputi'hes 
from I’efrocrnrt mat they 

nad been defeated and put to flight by 
the bolshevikl forces. 

The Rulgarian parliament was In- 
formed by Premier Radoslavoff that a 
peace cfimpact had lieen formed be- 
tween Bulgaria and Russia, with the 
consent of the other central iiowers. 
On tbe other hand, the bolshevikl gor- 
ernment rejected the separate peac" 
proposals made by Turkey, asking the 
Isttiw to |iarticl])ate In the general con- 
ference. 

Col. William B. Tliompson. who cotn- 
inanded tlie .\merican Red Cross mis- 
sion to Russia, has just, returned to 
this country and lias much good to .say 
of tbe bolshevikl government.

Fighting of the Week. 

A number of attacks In force and 
continuous activity of the artillery 
marked the week along the west front, 
but there was no great buttle and no 
serious attempt to break through the 
lines by either side. The sector se- 
lected by the German high cominuud 
for the expected big offensive was not 
revealed, but the belief grows that It 
will be In Belgium and that the main 
objective of the kaiser will be the cap- 
ture of Calais. Possession of this |»ort 
of course, would be of inestim^able 
value to Germany, both in the siiitmu- 
rine campaign and in threatening Kng- 
land with direct attack, us well us in- 
terrupting the short route between 
England and France. 

In Italy the weather and possibly 
shortage of ammunition brought al- 
most to a standstill Ihe attempts of 
the Auslro-Germuns to break through 
into the Venetian plains. Heavy snows 
fell in the Alps and threatened to shut 
off communication between the Tren- 
tlno and the fii;liiing line, and the 
weather was stormy all the way from 
the mountains to the Adriatic. 

Vice Admiral Sims reiH)rteil the tor- 
petloing of the American steamship 
Hurry Luckenbach, nine members of 
Ihe crew lM*lng missing. The British 
admiralty announced lliat Ihe hospital 
ship Rewu was torpedmsl ami sunk in 
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His continuance In the cabinet posi-

and vast storage and other facilities 
are In process of construction there I 
great programs for the mnnufacture of 
additional e<inlpment and new Instru- 
ments of war have been formulated. 

The American army now In the field 
or In training, Mr. Baker said, num- 
bered nearly a inilllon and a half, and 
he added : “No army of similar size In 
the history of the world has ever been 
raised, equipped or trained so quickly. 
No such provision has ever been made 
for the comfort, health and general 

Well-helni» rtt nn nrniy.” 

The secretary did not undertake to 
deny that weak places In the dene*-* 
ment’s organization had been discov- 
ered. but maintained that the reorgan- 
ization of bureaus and the creation of 
the war council had brought strength 
and efficiency. “We can now see the 
entire situation,” he said. “The Initial 
rush needs are snhstantially supplied. 
The technical corps have been expand- 
ed anil reorganized upon Industrial and 
efficient lines.” 

Despite Mr. Baker’s defense, the 
sentiment in congress for a separate 
cabinet department of munitions seems 
to he growing stronger and the Repub- 
lican members set a day to consider 
the adoption of a resolution favoring 
such action. 

Problems of Labor and Fuel. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson asserts 
there Is nn amply supply of labor In 
the country, hut the problem is one of 
proper adjustment. Therefore the gov- 
ernment has set In motion the machin- 
ery for the mobilization and dlstrihii- 
tlon of an army of about 3.000.000 
workers for agriculture, shipbuilding 
and war contract plants. A network 
of interrelated labor exchanges will be 
established to recruit workers and 
transfer them from one section to an- 
other according to the demands. John 
B. Donsmore of Montana was selected 
to he national director of this service. 

More insistent and more Immediate- 
ly painful than the labor problem Is 
the matter of fii<‘\ The coal shortage, 
blamed hy some authorities on the sel- 
fish greed of the o|)erators, beeame so 
pronounced last week, especially In 
the east, that many industries were 
forced to close their doors and many 
more went on part time. 

In the house of representatives 
there was sharp criticism of the .fed- 
eral fuel administration, and one enn- 
gressinun declared that If the govern- 
ment could not control prices It should 
take over the mines. Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield on Thursday nnnounce<l 
ihe appointment (tf Mark L. Requu of 
Oakland, ful., to take cliurge of the 
oil Industry of the country, and It was 
understood the government would take 
over Ihe control of fuel oil as It has of 
coal. Distrihiitlon of the oil will come 
first and later the question of price 
regulation will be taken up.

MORE HOME GARDENS NEEDED 

Necessity Will Be Greater Coming 
Year and Organixatlon and Ce-Op- 
cratien Should Be Begun Now. 

Co-opemMon has been suggested as 
a solution of many jirohleins in farm 
prodiicllon, and now J. T. Rosa, Jr., 
of the University of Mlsotiri college of 
ngrleulture suggests co-operation ns a 
means of reducing production cost for 
Ihe vnennt lot gardener. The average 
city gardener is not in iMisIllon to plow 
and prepare a ganlen plot himself. 
Mr. Rosa suggests that a number of 
gardeners In a given iicighhorhood em- 
ploy a man and team to prepare their 
ganlens. In this way the expense can 
he divided among them and the man 
and team can be kept busy throughout 
the day. If the coinmunlly garden 
nioveinCnt is exlenslvo enough men 
and teams may be hired liy tho day or 
week, and each gardener’s plot can he 
fitted In turn. In this way Ihe work 
can be done more cheaply than where 
eiK'h gardener hires his plot prepared 
hy the job. A great deal of trouble 
can also be cllmliialed. Other advan- 
tages, such as purchasing fertilizers, 
manure, seeds, plants and other gar- 
den supplies can be had through co- 
operative effort. 

Since the spring garden should be 
planned In the fall, Mr. Rosa suggests 
that organisation be effected Immedi- 
ately. The advantages of fall plowing 
and fall manuring have been demon- , 
strated. ’The work should be done 
while the weather permits. I 

Co-operation will also provide effi- 
cient means of marketing the surplus 
products. Mr. Rosa suggests that ev- ( 
ery town have «n organization of this 
sort. If the project Is n«»t supported 
by some other civic organization, the 
municipal authorities, or some Indus- 
trial concern, the community garden 
movement should be organized on an 
Independent basis. If the movement is 
large enough a technically trained man 
or woman might be employed to auper- 
the work. This would be advisable 
only where the community garden plan 
was extensive and where the garden- 
ers were well organized. While It may 
not be possible to organize the whole 
town. It is entirely possible for nelgh- 
hors to obtain some of the benefits of 
the organization by co-operatIng in 
preparation of their garden plots. The 
necessity for home gardens will be 

greater than ever in 1018, an^ *’*“•*” 
.-^iiuuiu ue uiabe iiuiiivuiately,. so that 
the garden work will be more efficient 
and give better results during the 
coming season. 

WINTER STDPS-THE INSECTS 

Black Ground Beetles and Others Not 
Killed, But Merely Experience 
Suspended Animation. 

With Ihe coming of the frosts and 
freezing weather the insects are si- 
lenced, and as long as the temperature 
holds below 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
they are rendered also inactive, ac- 
cording to a writer. Above that the 
hardier beetles and grasshoppers, along 
with a few spiders, are moving about, 
and when the sunshine warms the ulr 
more and more certain moths and but- 
terflies and two-wInged files. Including 
. the gnats, are on ’he wing. 

Some species of Insects feel the ef- 
fects of cold far less than others, and 
this dot's not seem to be Influenced by 
sturdy bodies, hairy coverings or the 
situations in which they are found. 
The gnats are among the most fragile 
species, but they and the slim-bodied 
water atriders are found active later 
In the autumn and earlier in the spring 
than any other creatures, excepting 
perhaps the mourning-cloak butter- 
fly and the wasps, all of these crea- 
tures responding to the sunshine on 
the warmer, thawing days of winter. 
The black ground beetles also are 
quickly resuscitated by allghtly warm- 
er airs. 

This proves the fact that most In- 
sects are not normally killed by cold, 
hut merely experience suspended ani- 
mation, and are ready to resume their 
activity after any length of time. 

Hidden Beaa. 

In boring for oil, it Is a common ex- 
perience for the drill to strike enor- 
mons flows of salt water. Formerly 
thia aalt water waa supposed to be rain 
water, which soaked through beds of 
salt on Its way down to some chasm 
In the bowels of the earth, says Roches- 
ter Union and Advertiser. The latest 
scientific opinion Is Inclined to believe 
that the salt water comes from prehis- 
toric oceans, hurled in tbe errtb hy 
geologic ehanges. In much the same 
way that buried forests gave rise to 
the coal hyds. These hidden oceans 
’ are not conceived us lying in a aubter- 
’’! raiicun space or hollow, hut as filling 
’ j the billions on billions of crevices In 
I beds of porous rock.

Failure to File Them Involvee Severs 

Penaltlee — Tsxpayere Will Be At- 
slated by Treasury Offlciale In 
Every County. 

Washington.— The lime has arrived 
for every Anierlcnn subject to tho In- 
come tax division of the war revenue 
act to figure up his 'Ineonie and file 
Ills return. If he Is unmarried and 
has a net Income of $1,000 or more, or 
If he Is married or the head of a fam- 
ily and his net Income is $2,000 or 
more, he must pay the tax. Ills re- 
turn must be In the hands of the col- 
lector of Internal revenne In the dis- 
trict In which the taxpayer lives or 
has his principal place of business be- 
fore March 1, 1918. 

The man who thinks to evade this 
tax Is making a aertoiis error. Revenue 
officials will be In every county to 
check returns. Failure to make a cor- 
rect return within the time specified 
Involves heavy penalties. 

“Net Income" means gross Income 
less certain deductions provided for by 
the act. The law defines Income as 
profit, gain, wages, salary^ commis- 
sions, money or Its equivalent from 
professions, vocations, commerce, 
trade, rents, sales and dealings In prop- 
erty, real and personal, and Interest 
from Investments exci'iit Interest from 
governnient bonds, or state, municipal 
township or county bonds. Incomes 
from service as guardian, trustee or 
executor; from dividends, pensions, 
royalties, or patents, or oil and gas 
wells, coal land, etc., are taxable. 

Normal Rata la 2 Par Cent 

The normal rate of tax la 2 per cent 
on net incomes above the amount of 
exemptions, which is $2,000 In the ease 
of a married person or head of a fam- 
ily and $1,000 in the case of a single 
person. A married person or liead of 
a family is allowed an additional ex- 
emption of $200 for each dependant 
child If under eighteen years of age 
or Incapable of self-support because 
defective. The taxpayer Is considered 
to be the head of a family if he Is 
actually supporting one or more per- 
sons closely connected wltli him by 
blood relationship or relationship by 
marriage, or If his duty to support 
such person Is based on some moral 
or legal 

Debta ascertained to be wortliless 
and charged off witliin the year and 
taxes paid except Income taxes and 
those assessed against local benefits 
are deductible. These and other points 
of the income tax section of the war 
revenue act will be fully explained by 
revenue officers who will visit every 
county In the United States between 
January 2 and March 1 to assist tax- 
payers In making out their returns. 

Officers to Visit Every Locality. 

Notice of their arrival in each local- 
ity will he given In advance through 
the press, banks and post offices. They 
will be supplied with income tax forms 
copies of which may be obtained also 
from collectors of Internal revenue. 

The bureau of Internal revenue Is 
seeking to impress upon persons sub- 
ject to the tax tlie fact that failure to 
see this official In no way relieves 
them of the duty Imposed by law to 
nie their returns within tlie time speci- 
fied. 

Tlie penalty for failure to make the 
return on time Is a fine of not less 
than $20 nor more than $1,000, and 
In addition 50 per cent of the amount 
of the tax due. For making a false 
or fraudulent return, the penalty is 
a fllie not to exceed $2,000 or not ex- 
ceeding one year's Imprisonment, or 
both. In the discretion of the court, and 
In addition 100 per cent of the tax 
evaded. 

Aa to tha Farmara. 

The number of farmers who wMI pay 
income taxes has not been estimated 
by the government officials, but It is 
oertain they will form a large percen- 
tage of the 6,000,000 persons assessed 
who never before have paid an Ineoma 
tax. The average farmer does not 
keep books but If he avails himself of 
the services of government experts 
who will be sent to aid hita, It will not 
be difficult for him to ascertain the 
amount of his net Income. 

The farmer is making out hla return 
may deduct depreciation iu the value 
of pro|>erty and machinery used In the 
conduct of hla farm, and loss by fire, 
storm or other casualty, or by theft If 
not covered by Insurance. Expenses 
uctuully liicurrei! in farm operation 
may he deducted, hut not fsiiiily or liv- 
ing ex|iense. Produce raised on the 
farm and traded for groceries, wearing 
iipparel, etc., is counted as living ex- 
penditures and cannot be deducted.

QUICKMATURING 
CATTLE PAY BEST 

Animals Should Be Ready for 
Market at Between One 
and Two Years. 

MANY ADVANTAGES IN THIS 


For One, Yearlings Make More Qain 

Than Older Cattle, on Sams Feed 
—How to Cheek the Spread of 
Live Stock Dissasss. 

With the growing demand for meat 
and the growing scarcity of feeder 
cattle the baby-beef Industry Is Increas- 
ing In Importance and Is receiving 
the attention of farmers In all live- 
stock sections of the country. Stuck 
raisers are finding It profitable to grade 
up their herds, from wiilcb they pro- 
duce their calves. These are grown to 
rapid maturity and marketed at an 
early age, usually between one and two 
years. There are a number of advan- 
tages In favor of finishing cattle at 
this age rather than waiting an addi- 
tional year or two before they are 
placed on the market. 

Young cattle make better gains than 
older cattle ua the same quantity of 
feed; YearlingM can make 2S to 40 per 
cent mure gain than mature cattle 
on the same fee<l. The quantity of 
feed necessary to make 100 pounds of 
gain Increases with the age of the ani- 
mal. 

The herd of cuttle on hand at any 
one time Is stiiHlIer, since the breeder 
selling cattle as yearlings no longer 
has steers two or three years old on 
hts farm. The Mirplus feetl and pas- 
ture which becomes available when 
the cattle are sold before two years 
of age may be used for maintaining 
a larger breeding herd, and this pro- 
vides for the production of a larger 
number of calves. By feeding calves 
us baby beef, the money Invested can 
be turned over In eighteen months or 
less. 

Heifers when finished ns baby beef 
at 900 to 9.’’>0 puiimls sell ns well ns 
steers. As a general rule it Is belter 
to dispose of them ut such weight*!, al- 
though frequently well-finished heifers 
weighing up to l.O.W pounds are not' 
dl8criininute<l agslnst. When they are 
over two years of age, however, they 
seldom sell as well us steers, because 
heifers uml cows carry a great deal of 
bunched internal fat, which makes 
them less desirable on the market. 

Well-fliilsbed b€*eves when fattened 
for market under two years of age »»f- 
fer greater choice In the mutter of se- 
lecting the date of marketing. The 
yearling of high quality can be fed 
either a somewhat shorter or longer 
time ihsti first planned without any 
material liiange In "bloom" or finish. 
This is a decideil advantage If the mar- 
ket Is unsteady or weak. However, 
If market demaud Is steady, as Is usu- 
ally the case with this type of beef, 
the good feeder will endeavor to mar- 
ket hts animals when their bloom or 
finish U ut Us best. 

Dog depredations to flocks of sheep 
are not only dUheartenluf and dis- 
couraging to the flockniaster, hut they 
also break up breeding plans and ren- 
der tiocks restless and non-prudue- 
tlve. 

In feeding hogs for the market, as 
also any other <iass of meat snimals. 
larger returns are obtained when the 
stock Is as nearly unifunu as possl- 
bla. 

Fravant tpread of OiataM- 

Dead snluisls on the farm should be 
buried deep enough to prevent them 
rr«>m Iteing dug up again. «r they 
should be burned. To burn large car- 
casses like those of dead horses and 
cattle la dlAcult and laborloos and f- 


jwe make it easy 


qulre.s a large quantity of fuel. In 
most instances It Is more economical 
to bury them. All animals which have 
dlwl of Infectious diseases and are 
buried should be covered with a heavy 
layer of lime before the graves are 
closed. 

Ill the winter, when the ground Is 
frozen. It is more difficult to dig graves 
than nt other seasons of the year,, but 
It Is Just in cold weather that disease 
germs remain alive and virulent 
longest In dead organic matter and 
that scavengers travel the longest dis- 
tances, have the best appetites, and are 
most likely to carry disease germs on 
and In thetr bodies. The extra trouble 
of digging graves In the winter Is 
easily offset by the greater danger It 
counteracts. Low temperature pre- 
vents the multiplication of disease 
genns, but many kinds of disease 
germs are not killed or deprived of 
their pernicious possibilities by expos- 
ure to a lower temperature than the 
lowest reached during an Icy, arctic 
winter. 

Everywhere farmers not only should 
attend to the proper and safe disposal 
of the bodies of their own animals 
which unfortunately die, but they 
should Insist on the proper disposal 
of the bodies of all animals which die 
ansrwhere In the regions in which their 
farms are located. , 

Protect the live stock from cold win- 
ter winds. A shivering cow cannot 
make the best use of its feed. 

Dairy calves should be fed milk of 
a uniform temperature. This Is essen- 
tial to their health, wiilch Is particu- 
larly Important In winter. 

The continued high prices of mut- 
ton and lamb have made It desirable 
that more sheep he kept on the farms 
of the United States. In many porta 
of the country there are large arena 
of rough land, weedy lots, and grown- 
up fence rows which afford on excel- 
lent opportunity for feeding sheep. 

Warm Drinking Water for Milk Cows 

When water is cold the cow does 
not drink all she nec<ls. ‘Artificial 
warming of water furnished to the 
cows in winter will pay In any dairy, 
for In general the more water a cow 
drinks the more milk she will give. 
Anything that can he done now to 
stimulate milk production is worthy 
of consideration. 

Probably the easiest and cheapest 
way to take the chill off water to he 
furnished the cows Is by using a tank 
heater. Corn cobs and other fuels of 
little or no commercial value cun be 
used to supply the heat. 

Milk is about 87 per cent water. To 
make large quantities of milk a cow 
rt^quiroa a large amount of water. In 
summer she usually has access to a 
supply ut all rimes and helps herself 
at will, but when winter comes she la 
watered only once or perhaps twice a 
day. If the water Is too cold It chills 
her entire digestive system and she 
drinks little of It 

Water that Is not sufficiently warm 
before It Is taken Into the cow's body 
must he warmed afterward by soma 
heat-supplying food. That means burn- 
ing an expensive feed to accomplish a 
purimse which could he achieved In a 
much more economical way If tba 
water were warmed before the cow 
drinka It. 

Exarclaa for FIga. 

It la very necessary that the littia 
pigs have plenty of exercise and all 
the sunlight that can be given them. 
If they do not get exercise, they will 
get fat and laxy and the usual reault 
la the “thumps.” This Is caused by 
the fat getting so thick around the 
heart and lungs that the pigs find It 
difficult to breathe. They will be no- 
ticed heaving at the flunk and gaaplug 
for breath. The best way to prevent 
tills la to avoid overfeeding and make 
the young pigs lake plenty of exercise. 

Milk substitutes are not equal to 
milk la feeding calves, but give fair 
results when fed with care. Now that 
milk la In demand for human food they 
sra particularly racommsstded.

Many have been Intcrcatcd In 
the letter* which Carl F. Pres- 
cott haa written to his parents 
during hb trip of two year* on 
the Pacific coast, and several 
have said they were worth pub- 
lishing. His trip Includes the 
Panama Oanal, World Fairs at 
San Francisco and Sad Diego, 
life on a ranch and also among 
the mountains, an outing in 
Yosemite National Pork, and 
vi'lts to many cities and points 
of intcroot, until his enlistment 
in San Francisco in July in a 
Masonic Ambulance Corps, now 
the 364th Ambulance Corps at 
Camp Lewis, expectinc dally to 
he ordered across the seas. 
He is the son of the editor of 
the Weymouth Oasette and 
Transcript. The following ex- 
cerpts are from his weekly let- 
ters and will be continued for 
several weeks. 


No. 8 

Cochcliia. California, 
April 9. 1916. 

Another outing while at the ranch. 
Have Just returned from a glorious 
auto ride of 250 miles. Started 
Friday night and relurnwl Sunday 
night. Would not have missed it 
for <a good deal. 

One of the neighbora wanted to 
make Uie trip, so he Just filled up 
his car — five fellows in all. We 
started about 7 o’clock, and drove 
Into Cochella; thence to Indio. Leav- 
ing there at 8 P. M. we travelled 
west throi^gh Palm Springs, Banning 
and Beaumont to Colton, arriving at 
^2.30. It was a pleasant ride; isandy 
at times, but clear weather and jiot 
very cold. 

We spent the night in Colton, 
leaving there around 8 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning. We rode through 
Riverside to Corona. The way was 
lined with orange groves, some trees 
.with fruit. other):n Just in blossom, 
and the blossoms filled the air with 
Iheir sweet odor. We went to Cor- 
ona to attend the big auto races, the 
first real auto races I have seen. 

It was all retry enjoyable, except 

of course the horrible accident which 
cost three lives. I was almost an 
eye witness, — a cloud of dust not 
only told us that something had hap- 
pened, but obstructed our view for 
the time being; but the cloudj lift- 
ing told us the story. I liave a piece 
of the telephone polo that wtas 
smiashed and a small piece of lining 
taken from the ca seat for remem- 
brance of the big auto road races. 

The Corona track encircles the 
town and Just three miles long. 
, Eddie O’Donnell covered the 301 
miles in three hours, 29 minutes and 
52 seconds. 

No man was working harder, or 
received ,more applause from the 
watching crowds than the unfortun- 
ate Bob Burnham. And luck was cer- 
tainly against him. Several timeo 
found hiM in the pit to change tires, 
that seemed to last no time with 
him; his mechanic was not well, and 
probably should have retired from 
the nace; so luck seemed to be 
against Dob aia he made his last 
race. 

On the point of making probably 
the fastest Lap, to regain lost ground, 
be sped by us at probably 97 miles 
an hour. Our host with watch in 
hand, saying "I am going to time 
him this time, for this kap will prob- 
ably be a record one." Hardly be- 
fore the wordy w'ere finished, the 
dust cloud was the answer, and it 
was all <over with him. 

Our oar was on the outside of 
the track behind a big pepper tree 
(three or four feet in circumference) 
for protection, as our ho;t said. The 
smashed car went on the indde of 
the track- 

The nace on the whole was ex- 
citing and interesting. The cars 
were of different colors, and had 
big numbers; hence no difficulty in 
keeping track of them. And, to my 
surprise, I was able to get a good 
glance at them in pas.ing. One 
might think travelling 80 to 100 miles 
an hour, it would be Just a speck 
come and go; perljaps considerable 
dust, but tliig was not the case. 1 
could hardly believe they were trav- 
elling so fast. In fact. I kept fairly 
correct score of laps — a little difficult 
Job away from grand stand. Using 
one. car as a loader, if for any rea- 
son that car retired for a lap to the 
pit. f6r change of tires, etc., it was 
necessary to carry a group in mind, 
■0 if one w&s missed, check another 
or following car for the lap. 

Mniny times it was the black car. 
No. 7, (color rather suggestive) that 
we all followed, as poor Bob plugged 


•way. Or it might be the Sunbeam, 
No. 2, a blue car, or the red car of 
the Mercers, they having two enlrlee, 
No. I and No. 4. And of course the 
white car, No. 12. was not over- 
looked. 

^^hllc the winner, No. 12, tea's slow- 
er, he went a steady race, keeping the 
same pace consistent with no de- 
lays brought MoDonneli home the 
winner. And Barney Oldfield in his 
•No. 1 was so consistent for the «horj 
time he lasted (only about 30 laps) 
that you could set your watch with 
him (1 minute, 50 seconds each 
time). April 8 will go down as a red 
letter date with me. 

Leaving Coronii soon after 5 P. 
M. we had extemely good luck in 
getting away from the vast attend- 
ance of autos and people. \^’e Jour- 
neyed to Riverside. After a short 
time spent here In sightseeing, we 
returned to Colton. 

That evening wc rode over to San 
Bernadino (or San Burrdo as they 
call It here) baking In a good movie 
show as a windup, returning to Col- 
ron to sleep. 

Arising cloie to 8 Sunday morn- 
ing we again visited "Burrdo", tak- 
ing in the Urblto Springs Park. Half 
the boys took the sulphur baths, but 
I did not care to. I did drink some 
of the hot sulphur water. In the 
Spray House I noticed a group pic- 
ture of the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation wliich was attended by East- 
ern delegates In 1910. 

About 10 A. M. we returned to 
Colton for a brief stop. Then to 
Redlands, v.here I had a clvance to 
see some of the pretty places. One 
sight, very impressive, wa= a huge 
bank of roses (yellow and pink) per- 
haps ten feet high and fully 100 feet 
hong. In Riverside and elsewhere 
the roses were beautiful. One place 
I noticed a very large orange grove, 
and along the street was a row — 
first palm tree and then a rose bush 
— the contrast and combination being 
fine, and the fragrance superior 
to F'ilene’s perfume counter. 

Through hilly Redlands* with its 
oranges and pretty houses we passed 
on and turned toward "the desert." 
Skirting the mountains with their 
slopes of green (grass or grain) and 
many herds of dairy cows, we 
stopped at Banning for dinner at 2 
P. M. In many places the road was 
washed out due to the torrents 
coming down from the hills during 
tile recent storms, while in other 
places being very sandy. Soon the 
grain fields were passed; then sand, 
sage brii. -U **mto Keel, etc., were 
before us. until we finally reached 
j home a'oout 5 P. M. Not a break- 
down or repair of any kind covering 
I some 250 miles. 

Another flower en route that 
should bo mentioned was the yellow 
California poppy that covered many 
field, and verv attractive.

Club pin— -Given to every member 
completing all club requirements.

Perhaps we ought to express in some 
way our appreciation of the help the 
scouts have been in ttaching us that 
a boy can make coffee and sew on a

Mr. Leonard retorted that If the 
coal had not gone to the schools it 
would have gone to Bradley’s.

Expeditionary Forces, 
December 30, 1917. 
Dear Mother and all: 

Have Just returned to the office 
and now have something of interest 
to write about, inasmucli as I found 
waiting for me here a large Christ- 
mas box from Mrs. A. J. Curtin, and 
also a box from Mrs. G. N. Perry, 
Hlllcrest road. Special Aid Society. 
I did not know who this Mrs. Perry 
was when I saw the box, but upon 
opening it found that it was from 
the Special Aid Society and in the 
box was also a khaki handkerchief 
and writing tablet from Mrs. Robert 
Hoffman with card. In the box were 
also two or tliree cans of smoking 
tobacco, .two packages of Fatima 
cigarettes, a large cake of sweet 
chocolate, cliewlnig gum, and tooth 
paste.

I nope that you received my cable- 
gram before Christmas, but I have 
heard since sending same, that they 
dc not always arrive on time and 
will not be surprised now if you do 
not receive it until the first of the 
mortb, although It costs about $6.00 
to send money that way and you 
ought to get quick service.

Am cutting out some of the 
articles for future reference and 
think I will mail the papers to Bill 
Flainu ry or some other ^Weymouth 
boy who iis over hero after 1 get 
through with them.

‘^he Germans attacketl HouKiierde 
on the 18th August; the BelKiuu troops 
were holding the Oette bridge In the 
village. The Germans forced the par- 
ish priest of Autgaerden to walk In 
front of them ns a shield. As they 
neared the barricade the Belgian sol- 
diers flred and the priest was killed. 
After the retreat of the Belgians the 
Germans shot four men, burned OU 
houses, and looted 1UU.” 

Hugh Gibson, In *‘A Journal From 
Our Legation In Belgium," page 155, 
gives another Incident ; 

* "Two old priests have staggered Id* 

to tho legation more dead than 

alive after having been compelled to 
walk ahead of the German troops for 
miles as a sort of protecting screen. 
One of them la III, and It Is said that 
he may die as a result of what he has 
gone through." 

Statement of Cardinal Mereler. 

“At the time of the invasion Bel- 
gian civilians, in 20 places, were made 
to take part In operations of war 
against their own country.

"Article L. No general penalty, pe- 
cuniary or otherwise, .shall be Inflicted 
upon the population on account of the 
acts of individuals for which they can- 
not be regarded as jointly and several- 
ly responsible." 

^'Article LII. Requisitions In kind 
and services shall not be demanded 
from municipalities or Inhabitants ex- 
cept for the needs of the army of oc- 
cupation. They shaH be in proportion 
to the resources of the country, and of 
such a nature as not to Involve the In- 
habitants in the obligation of taking 
part In military operations against 
their own country." 

The German authorities have violat- 
ed these articles from the very begin- 
ning. Aa soon as they Invaded Bel- 
gium, heavy floes were laid upon Indi- 
vidual communities as reprisals for 
some act against the German army or 
Its regulations which was committed 
within their boundaries. In “An Ap- 
peal to Truth" Cardinal Mereler cites

"Malines, a working-class town, 
without resources, has had a fine of 
UO.OOO marks Inflicted on It because 
the burgomaster did nut inform the 
military authority of a journey which 
the cardinal, deprived of the use of his 
motorcar, had been obliged to make 
on foot. In fact, upon the tliiusiest 
pretexts heavy flues are Inflicted on 
communes. The commune of Buers 
was subjected to a fine of 8,0U0 murks 
because u telegraph wire was broken, 
although the inquiry showed that It 
had given way through wear," 

Merciless Exactions. 

In addition tn such arldtrary, 
sporadic exactions. In December, 1014, 
(he Germans denianded 4U,0tX),0(K) 
francs ($8,000,000), a month to be 
paid by the Belgian provinces jointly. 

CktD^ernlng this enormous Impusitiou 
Cardinal Mereler says. In the “Appeal 
to Truth ;" 

"Now, tn December, 1014, Belgium 
was devastated. Contributions of war 
Imposed on the towns and Innumerable 
requisitions in kind hud exhausted her. 
The greater part of the factories were 
Idle, and in those which were still at 
work, raw materials were, contrary to 
all law, being freely commaudeered. 

"It was on this Impoverishetl Bel- 
gium, living on foreign charity, that a 
coutributlou of nearly 500,000,000 
francs was imtiosed.'' 

The German military rules have also 
made the’ families responsible for acts 
committed by or charged against mem- 
bers us Is sliown In the followiug ex- 
amples, which are quoted from the 
"A|)peal to Truth, clte<l above : 

"The Belgian government have sent 
orders to rejoin the army to the mi- 
litiamen of several classes. . . . All 
those who receive these orders are 
strictly forblddeu to act upon them. 
. . . In case of dlsohedlence the 
family of the militiumun will be held 
equally res|>unslble."

NO PLACE FOR PESSMIST 


Healthy, Happy, Wholesome Men Have 
Homes on Big Battle Fighters— 
Theater 8hlp Goes From Vessel to 
Vessel and Home Talent of Visited 
Ship la Given Opportunity to Enter- 
tain Their Fellows. 

Tho British navy is no place for n 
po.ssiinist. There are probably more 
siniic.s to be seen on the faces of the 
men who make their homes on British 
war vessels Uian are to be found 
among any similqr group of men In the 
world. This Is especially true of the 
Grand Fleet, whore the continual rou- 
tine of the last three years might have , 
been expected tp develop some degree , 
of depression, but Ivhlcli, on the con- 
trary, has brought togithey a great 
coinmunlly of hcaltil)', happy, whole- 
some men. 

It was the privilege of the Now York 
Sun’s correspondent to live for several 
day’s aboard his majesty’s battle cruis- 
er and to enter Into the life nud 

spirit of the meu aboard this great 
fighting machine. Must of those who 
make their home in the wardroom had 
been stationed aboard the ship for two 
years, some of them for n much long- 
er period, and iu the whole lot there 
was not one case of the ’’blues," not 
one “wet blanket." From the bridge 
to the stokehold there was nothing but 
contentment and v llltngucss to serve 
uncoinplainitigly without the slightest 
trace of bitterness or regret over racri- 
flccs made for the cause. 

Fleet Makes Thrilling SighL 
There la nothing particularly thrill- 
ing about going aboard a battle cruiser 
tn the darkness of early evening, but 
to awaken in a comfortably furnished 
cabin, formerly the quarters of an ad- 
miral. and to look through the porthole 
upon long lines of enormous gray ships 
riding at anchor upon a harbor glisten- 
ing In the sunlight Is sufficient to give . 
the thrill of a lifetime. 

Something In the atmosphere of the 
northern country where the Grand 
Fleet has Its home^lves health with 
every breath. On the surrounding 
shores of the harbor the Vikings of old 
spent their winters and assimilated 
the strength that made them the ter- 
ror of their enemies, and on the same 
shores almost every day may be seen 
the omceia «m.i tho fippt taking 

their exercise. Parties of men in^n- 
ning clothes dash from small boats and 
play at bare and bounds with the same 
vim as they did 4n the early days of 
their youth. (Rhers play golf on a 
course laid out over the peat bogs and 
enjoy It as much as if they were 
driving the ball over the finest green- 
sward In the kingdom. 

Among the battleships are the usual 
comforts of n well-ordered home. The 
wardrooms have gruphophones and 
billiard tables, and a weekly motion 
plcturo show Is given on the decks. 

Home Talent Gets Opportunity. 

There is even a theater ship sup- 
plied, which goes about from vessel lo 
vessel. It anchors ulnng.sldc and the 
talent of the visited ships produces A 
creditable performance. The theater 
ship is culled the Gourku, and its 
periodic visitations are imtlcipated fev- 
erishly by the crew of every ship in 
the fleet.

To Moisture-Proof Brick Walls. 

Tlie following coating for rough 
brick walls Is used by the United 
States government for painting light- 
houses, and It etfeetually prevents 
moisture from striking through: 

Take of fresh Rosendale cement, 
three parts, nnd of clean, fine sand, 
one part ; mix with fresh water thor- 
oughly. 'fhls gives a gray or granite 
coliir, dark or light, according to tho 
color of the cement. If hrlek color is 
desired, add enough Venetian r«?d to 
the mixture to produce the color. If 
a very light color is desired, lime may 
he used with the ceimmt and riiikI. 
Care must be taken to have all the In- 
gre<llentH well mixed tiigetlier. In apply- 
ing the wash, the wall must be wet with 
clean fri'sh water; then follow Imine- 
dlat<*ly with the cement wash. This 
pn‘vents the hrteks from ahsorhlng the 
water from (he wash too riijiidly, nnd 
gives time for Hie cement to set. The 
wash must be well stirred during the 
iipplleatlon. The mixture is to be 
made as Hiiek us run be ai>]ili<‘d con- 
i vpiilently with a whitewash brush. It 
Is admirably sultr-il for brbkwurk, 
fences, etc., but It cannot be used to 
advantuge over paint whitewasb.

One of tlic 
lincsl — one of tlie most powerfni — of 
tii«‘.se grouits l.s timt wliich Is piirn* 
mount in the estiihiisliment of n home. 

A home which is not huiit upon the 
foundutlon of such u Rroiip of senti- 
ments is no home nt all. It is unfor- 
lunate that very often the estubllsh- 
inent of n home invoives the consid- 
emtion of conditions other than those 
of comfort In whoie.soine surroundings. 
The man of the house mn.st be near 
lo his work or the cost of land Is pro- 
hibitive where the surroundings are 
best. These things roust, of course, 
he given precetlonce in some cases. 

No matter what enters Into the se- 
lection of the place of building, too 
much care cannot be exercised In plan- 
ning the home for comfort. Fine sen- 
timents are nut ordinarily associated 
with uncomfortable surroundings. The 
money which is spent purely for the 
purpose of increasing tlie comfort of 
the home is sure to bring returns which 
are inestimable in terms of cash. Let 
the wife have a free hand In making

Is the living room. This room sliuuld 
lie made the most attractive in the 
house.

The llrepluce 
is located dlrhctly in front of the en-* 
trance from the porch. A built-in book- 
case fills the space between the fire-, 
place and the wall between the living 
room and the dining room. There is 
a door leading into the hall on the 
opposite side of the fireplace. An in- 
teresting detail of comfort is found in 
the arrangement of the part of the 
living room which extends out from

The structural features of the 
house should be worked out on the 
basis that it is easy to build too large, 
but it Is bard to build too well. Tho 
small house is more easily made com- 
fortable than the large house. Money 
saved by reducing the size of tho 
house, when wisely invested in using 
a little better type of const ruction 
nr in providing a few addltiunal fea- 
tures of comfort for the interior, will 
give the owner vastly more satisfac- 
tion timn the pride of owning a “big 
bouse." 

As an Illustration of what can be 
done to make the hou. 4 e cuinfortahle 
the design shown in tiie accompany- 
ing iterspectlve view and tlie plan has 
been selected. The size of this house 
is 40 fi*et by 34 feet 0 Inciies. The 
exterior is designed to present u home- 
like apiamrauce, a little of the old- 
fashion^ idea of “home" being clever- 
ly worked into the design in tlie sliut- 
terisl windows and tlie sharply out- 
lined gables. The main body of tiie 
bouse is rigidly rectungular, with tlie 
long dimension across the front A 
central projection pntvides tlie living 
riMiin extension and the front porch is 
Iqillt us an extension of tills ])urt of 
the tiouse. The house is a oue-siory 
structure, hut the tyi*e of r«M»f wliich 
has been selected for the design makes 
it possible to ulitaln a large and well 
lightetl attic. A iinst, r-. i<leu wliich 
is finding quite rapid acceptance is lo 
finish such an atti^ ns tills witli wall 
txiurd (lartltious and ceilings, this 
sclieuie provitliug atidiliunul rooms at 
very iiioderute expense. The lumber 
Item for such an liupniveuient consists 
ill a few llglit framing nieinliers to 
provide a basis on wliich to apply tlie 
wall iKMird and a frame-work in which 
Uie doors uiuy he hung. 

The ext»‘rlor ui>iK‘urunoe of the 
lioU!.e is rustic. Tlie walls are liu- 
iNiuti witli stained shingles and all 
windows are provide*! with shutters. 
The r<K>f cornice entirely around tlie 
lioiise Is given rather a w ide overhang, 
hut the edges of tlie roof above tlie 
•guides is held quite closely to the 
walls. A large brick chimney projects 


the main part of tlie house. A seat is 
built in against the wall of this ex- 
tension on either- side of the front 
door. Because of the proportions of 
this room, tliese seats are close enough 
to the fireplace to make this a very, 
cozy arrangement. | 

There is a cased opening Into the 
dining room. In the same wall, near 
the rear end of the room, a double 
door leads back to the kitchen. Ad- 
joining the kitchen Is an exceptionally 
complete pantry, which is another of 
the special features of this bouse de- 
sign. One side of the pantry Is occu- 
pied by an outslde-lced refrigerator^ 
and a wide cBpboard with two seats 
of double doors. The central part of 
Uie opposite wall Is the back of a 
china case which opens Into the din- 
ing room. On either side of this case 
is a narrow cupboard opening Into the i 
pantry. 

The bedrooms open from the ball at 
the rear end of which Is the bath. Th*‘ 
liiill, turning to the bath, terminnteK 
in a door opening into the kitchen. 
The attic stair is. also reached from 
this hall. The basement stair Is 
reached from the kitchen. There 
is a rear porch 11 feet 6 inches 
by 0 feet built into the corner of the 
liiiuse at the rear of the pantry. 

Dividing the house into three parts, 
the first including tlie living room, the 
second including the kitchen, dining 
room and pantry and the Uiird includ- 
ing the two bf^rooms and the hath, 
the following characteristics are easily 
oliserved : The first part has been de- 
signed with the preiloniinating effort 
to provide every possible feature wliich 
nilglit add to the comfort of the room. 
The second part has been designed 
to provide the housewife wUh evory 
convenience which might assist her in 
reiiucing housework to a miuiinuiu. 
The third part has been designed to 
follow the best practice in ligiitiug 
and ventilation for bedrooms, with tlie 
luuii 'iidence of these rooms with re- 
spect to one another and the bath as 
a necessary assumed quantity.

which she formerly depended that na- 
tion still manages to feed its inhab- 
itants. 

in June. 1914, there were 480 dehy- 
drating plants in Germany, treating 
annually about a quarter of a million 
pounds of potatoes alone, lu a food 
cou.'a'rvutiou camimtgu organized at 
the time of Germany’s first declara- 
tion of war 246 new dehydration 
plants were added. 190 of which were 
aided by goveruineut funds.

When Carroll county (Mississippi) 
farmers and town people Ixrgan getting 
together last season on (? 0 -operatlve 
shipments of cattle and hogs — the busi- 
ness men fluimcing pooled cnrlota at 
cost — a woman in the county arose to 
a point of order. Shipping hogs and 
cattle was a fine thing for the men, she 
told the county agent who was man- 
aging the venture, but why forget the 
women with their poultry and egg 
produce? W'hy not carlot shipments of 
poultry and eggs, allowing contribu- 
tions in any amounts, from the small 
town neiiiicai-.^ tuo larger, farm 
flocks? • 

The county agent responded by going 
to his offlee nnd ordeiiing clrcnlnrs an- 
nouncing that a co-operative shipment 
of poultry would he made n few days 
later. It was a dew and untried Idea 
In Carroll county, htit he believed It 
would go.

ATHLETICS ARE NOT HURTFUL 

Haad of Dspartmant of Physical Mdu- 

eatlen Anneunets Statistics Ha 
Had Collected. 

In order to ascertain the after-ef- 
fects of college athletics upon stu- 
dents, Dr. James Naismith, head of the 
department of physical education at 
the University of Kansas, has an- 
nounced statistics compiled after ex- 
tended correspondence with former 
athletes. In securing his figures. Dr. 
Naismith sent his inquiries to football 
players on teams prior to 1907, believ- 
ing these men should by this time be 
able to detect any after-effects of the 
game. The questions were sent to 
football men, as that game, he con- 
sidered the most violent of college 
sports. To the question, "What injur- 
ies did you suffer while playing fool^- 
ball?” 40 of the 85 replies a',' .««' 

had received none. The other 45 an- 
swered that sprained ankles, brqben 
noses and sprained knees were their 
coinni6n afflictions. All but six stated 
they had completely recovertHl from 
their injuries. None was reported se- 
riously ineapacltated from their par- 
.tlclpatton in the game. The valuation 
placed on the personal benefits 
celvwl from the game varied greatly, 
although Increased physical develop- 
ment headed the list. Among the other 
benefits derived were: Self-control, 
rapid Judgment, wide ucquuiutunce, de- 
termination and courage.

Old timers on the turf are prone to 
scoff at the nbllity of the prosenf-daF 
crop of Jockeys now riding In this coun- 
try. They wall loud and long and 
sigh the deepest of sighs for the days 
of Simms, Garrison, Spencer, Slonn 
and the rest, who rode In the van- 
Isheil years termed "the good old 
days.” 

As a riilo, there Is little sympathy 
whh those who continually harp on the 
superiority of athletes of the past 
ovi r the present. Usuall.v then* Is no 
real hnsis for their c«)nlenllon that 
participants in siiorl hrtvo grown loss 
skillful with the lapse of yt>ars. How- 
ever, when It eonii's to tin' Jockey 
question the old-timer Is right. Tl\e 
present riiler does not compare with 
those of ten .venrs ago. Ttiey never will 
regain their prestige, either, as long as 
llio .Tockey cluh persists in racing at 
the ridiculously low scale of weights 
now In vtigue. 

Dugan la Back. 

Willie Dugan. Just hack from Russia, 
Is a great Jockey. He has Iteen rid- 
ing with marked success In Russia for 
several years. He was recognized as a 
top-noteher here before going abroad. 
The war has driven Willie hack to this 
country, ns It did his brother Eddie. 
But Willie will not be able to ride 
here. He Is no longer a yonngater. 
He cannot do 110 pounds and under, 
and could not get enough mounts over 
that weight under the present system 
to hold his form. 

Dugan is not the only sufferer from 
the ridiculous weight scale. Take the 
case of Wlllle Shaw. 

Shaw la a great Jockey— greater 
than Dugan ever was. In all the his- 
tory of the turf there are not a half 
dozen riders who can be rated be- 
yond him. Shaw Is here, ready to ride, 
but finds he la too heavy. He has 
been riding for years In Germany. He, 
too, la oat of employment because of 
the war. 

Pewmra Qeod Boy. 

Then there la Lincoln Powers. Jnst 
a few years ago he was the ranking 
Jockey of the country on the fiat. Now 
he has to ' ride over the Jumps, be- 
eanse he can’t' do better than 116 
ponnds. Powers tried to train down 
this spring and ride on the fiat again. 
He found the effort too much for him.
